SAFETY VS. DOLLARS AND CURE FOR ACCIDENTS 
T 


WO great ne-nspapers talk about the dangers of travel 


by railroads Collier's Weekly declares that m this 


land of freedom the rairoads run ivith about as much re- 
gard for safety as they choose, the national government 
taking no part and the state government being frequently 
controlled by the roads, and asks "Why is not the block 
system of signals everywhere in vogue'" 
and replies 


"Because it costs money, and the absence of it only costs 
lives." And again 
"Why are cheap tinder cars allowed 


everywhere or anywhere'" And the reply. ' Corporations 
and money interests' generally in this country are pretty 
leniently treated by the law. The amount a man's life is 
worth is often less than he can recover for being injured. 
The amount a steamship company can be mulcted for an 
accident due to cowardice or negligence of its own, as in 
the Bourgone and General Slocum cases, seem to be limited 
b> the amount of propeity saved in the accident 
Posi- 


tive favors of the law, however, have less to do t\ith the 
unexplained'danger to travel by land in America than its 
negative influence—the fact that it has so little to say in 
regard to methods and appliances for safety 
Regarding 


water travel, where the government takes more part, the 
danger is less in inadequacy of the laws than in what may 
be described as indifference or as the case with which in- 
spectors can be corrupted " 


The Saturday Evening- Post in discussing the same 


question says 
"There are several reasons -nhy our rail- 


roads kill and maim thousands each year, while English 
railroad traveling is as safe as sitting at home But the 
fundamental reason is that our courts, especially our 
sudges, regard a railroad smash-up as an 'accident,' where- 
as the English courts legard it as deliberate and criminal 
carelessness always If jour aim is broken 01 jour thumb 
smashed in a railroad 'accident' of any kind m England, 
you get damages which an Ameiican judge thinking al- 
ways of 'vested rights' would set aside as scandalously 
^excessive, 


"But is not the English practice both justei and \usei " 


Does not the result—the absence of 'accidents—prove it' 


"Our officials and our public aie most respectful of 


•vested rights'—a wholesome spirit of conservatism But 
de we not carry the spirit too far when we isspect those 
rights more than thosee possessing them' 
Does not a

a disregard that should be sharplj rebuked—when lie 
mounts them and iide<; them loughshod over the rights of 
others'

Then this dispatch tells of strong pressure that is 


being brought to bear on Mr. Roosevelt to prevent the 
calling of the extra session 
It i«i not harj to locate the 


source of this strong pressure 
It comes from the tariff- 


protected interests through their representatives in the 
housB and senate 
Some of it is undoubtedly being exerted 


directly, too. And it has only been a few months since the 
president was being uidelj quoted as an advocate of tariff 
revision. In his last message to congress he failed to say 
a word about the tariff and it was understood that he 
would send a special mesage on the subject. 


He failed, however, to do so. It was generally under- 


stood, though, that Mr Roosevelt strongly favored an im- 
mediate revision of the tariff so as to distribute the bur- 
den of taxation more equally. Time and again politicians 
who have posed as Roosevelt mouthpieces have declared 
that he would call an extra session for that purpose. At 
first it was said that the extra session would be held in 
October, then that congress would becalled to gether early 
in November. Now it appears that w<= will have no extra 
session at all. 


Mr. Roosevelt has always been long on promise and 


short on fulfillment 
His present attitude will lose him 


much of the respect in which his political opponents have 
held him. He has shown that he is not as independent as 
he -woald like to have the nation believe him. The pro- 
tected interests of the United States did much to elect 
him. Apparently he has not forgotten the obligation.—Salt 
Lake Herald.

Washoe, Piute 
and Shoshone mingled with one an- 
other and broke bread together, with 
all thought 
of the 
bloody 
struggle 


which has just been terminated by 
mutual consent banished from their 
minds. 


The feast last night was witnessed 


by a large crowd of curious -spectators 
from this city and Reno. Dancing and 
other attractions will take place dur- 
ing the remainder of'the week. At the 
conclusion of the weeks' fiasco the In- 
•dlans will journey to Plumas county, 
California, where they will engage in 
a grand celebration and war dance 
with 'the Digger Indians who inhabit 
that locality.

building. 
The board will pay for tin 


Ihree days' work already done on the 
excavation, us «oon as funds are avail- 
able and will give the present contrac- 
tors the preference in bidding upon th 
building in the future in case thei 
bid is among the lowest. 


The most conveninnt solution to the 


pioblem which the board has at hanc 
is in the holding of another specia 
bond election to occur simultaneously 
with the voting upon 1he municipa 
bonds. 
Secretary "W. W. Webster be- 


lieves that a sufficient number of votes 
could be secured to carry the ques- 
tion. 


The special law authorizing the bond 


issue was copied after the Elko law 
Uiat is the special statute which en- 
abled the Elko people to issue bonds 
anJ build their school house, but copy- 
ing the law, its wording' was twisted 
arnund so as to make it necessary 
in Reno to secure a majority of all the 
electors in the district before the bonds 
can be issued.

HERDER SUES 


Asks For a Judgment of More 


Than $5,000 Against Promi- 


nent Golconda Man 


Joseph Etchegoyan, a French sheep 


herder, yesterday morning- instituted 
suit in the district court to recover 
$5104 from John Etchart of Golconda 
for assault and battery and for ex- 
tortion of the sum of $104. 


Etchegoyan claims that_Etohart im- 


personated 
an officer and affected to 


place him under arrest on August 6th 
in this city. That he had been in this 
country but a few years and that time 
ha.l been spent in sheep camps an>: 
that he was ignorant of the laws o: 
the country. The plaintiff claims tha 
Etchart assaulted him and displayed 
what he supposed was an officer's star 
and told him he would put him in jai 
for a long period unless he gave him 
$104. 
The plaintiff claims" that he gavi 


up this amount because 
he though 


that he was about to be thrown into 
jail for a long time. 


The complaint further recites tha 


the plaintiff believed that the clairr 
of Etchart that he was an officer was 
true and being in great fear and drea 
of his assailant he gave up $104. 


It was learned from other sources 


that Etchegoyan went 
to 
Mr. 
Et- 


chart's ranch near Golconda to go to 
work as a herder; that he remained a 
the ranch for eight days without get- 
ting work and that he returned tr 
Reno. A week ago last Sunday he me 
Etehart in this city and that the lat- 
ter demanded what he claimed to be 
money due for a board bill and other 
indebtedness. 
That the money which 


he received from the herder was foi 
a debt. 


The herder in his suit asks the court 


for a judgment against the rancher 
for the $104 which he paid him and 
$5000 damages for the distress of mind 
he was put to by reason of the assault 
and losing his money. 


John Etchart, the defendant, runs 


the eating house at Golcoi^n and is 
otherwise interested in-the town, anc 
owns a sheep ranch near that point 
He is a brother of George Etchart of 
this city.

Will Answer Charge of Killing 


W. W. Stephenson Before a 


Jury of Twelve Men 


At San Francisco yesterday Chillion 


Bowen, charged with the murder o£ 
W. \V. Stephenson of Washoe City, 
was at the conclusion of his prelimin- 
ary hearing held to await the actiop 
of the superior court, before which he 
will be tried by a Jury. 


Autopsy Surgeon Bacigalupi was the 


only witness called yesterday. He-tes- 
tified as to the nature of the wounds 
sustained by Stephenson. 


Bowen was- not placed on the stand, 


but his attorney, Walter 
Gallagher, 


made a lengthy plea In his behalf. He 
argued that Bowen had shot Stephen- 
son in self defense, and asked that the 
case be dismissed. 


In ..holding Bowen to answer, Judge 


Fritz said: 


"I fchalll hold the defendant to an- 


swer for the crime here charged, with- 
out bail. It will rest with the jury 
to decide whether or not 'the charge 
shall be re luceJ to manslaughter." 


The «elf defense plea which is being 


made by Bowen, and in a mPasure 
supported by the testimony of Mrs. 
Slephenson, was greatly weakened by 
evidence which was given on Tuesday. 
The prosecuting attorney hopes to 
prove in the upper cour.t that the re- 
volver discovered 
in 
Stephenson's 


possession when he was found lying 
on the floor of the room at 1015% Lar- 
kin street was placed there by Bowen. 
It has already ben shown that the 
revolver belonged to Mrs. Stephenson, 
and it would have beeen an easy mat- 
ter for Bowen to have taken the wea- 
pon and placed It In the dead man's 
pocket. 


Mrs. Stephenson, who is out on ball, 


will be held in S^an Francisco until the 
date of the trial.

Tonopah Railway 
Day 
Coacr 


Passengers Will BeTransfered 


at New Division Point 


It was learned yesterday that Mina, 


the new division point for the Carson 
and Colorado, the Tonopah railroad 
and the Southern Pacific, will be made 
a transfer point for passengers trav- 
eling to the southern country in -Jay 
coaches. 
The Pullman' service from 


San Francisco to Tonopah will be a 
through service without change, but 
persons traveling in the day coaches 
will be transferred from the cars of 
the Southern Pacific to those of the 
Tonopah railroad. 


A new train schedule will be put into 


effect on the Tonopah railway as soon 
as the flrst train is run over the new 
Hazen cutoff. 
Train crews making 


trips over the new broad gauged road 
from Mina to the southern terminal 
are obliged to kill time at stations, as 
the speed of the new trains is so much 
greater than the old narrow gauge 
tliey have time to burn on the road. 


Within a few days a number'of pas- 


senger coaches purchased by the Ton- 
opah road will go through and will 
be put in commission between Mina 
and Tonopah. But few freight cars 
will be bought by the new road. These 
will be used for business between in- 
termediate points on its own road. As 
most of the freight is billed through 
direct from distant points to Tonopah 
and Goldfield, the freight originates 
the cars of other companies and 
be taken through without change.
